NEW TANGLE IN Arrak. 


Roosevelt, Reported to Have Die- 
missed Then Reinstated Ca- 
dets, Now Says He . 
Did Neither. 


Oyster Bay, L. I., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt reversed himeelf again to- 
@ay on the mat ter of the dismissal of the eight 
West Point cadets accused of hazing. In a 
statement which is considered remarkable 
when all the facts in the case are consid- 
ered the president puts both Seeretary Loeb 
and Gen. Luke E. Wright, the secretary of 
war, in the Ananias class, and says he hes 
taken no action in the cadets’ case what- 
ever, but is weiting on Secretary Wright 
to come to some decision in the matter. 

The statement was siven out this efternoon 
“by Assistant Secretary Forster, Secretary 
Loeb being away on his vacation. 


Text of the atatement. 

It is as follows: 

“No actien e Ras been taken by 
the president in the cases of the cadets, the 
statements that they were originally ordered 
dismissed and that they had been ordered

He is strongly opposed to hasing in the 
army and navy; and he is going to put his 
foot down hard in an effort to stamp it out.“ 

On July 28, after the cadets had first gone 
to Washington to plead their cause before 
Secretary Wright, and the latter had jour- 
neyed to Oyster Bay in a vain effort to secure 
an audience with the president, Mr. Loeb 
again was asked if the president Rad taken 
any action in the matter, and he again said: 

„The president has signed an orgéer recom- 
mending the cadets’ dismissal, and the mat - 
tar now is up to congress, as only & speoia!l 
act of congress can bring about their rein- 
statement.“ 

Wright Talks with President. 

On July 81 Secretary Wright arrived in 
Oyster Bay and he was asked if he had come 
to discuss the cadet question with the presi- 
dent. He replied such was the case, and that 
in the morning, on hig return, he would have 
gomething to say about it. 

On the morning of Aug. 1, ebenem 
all night at Segamoré Hill and after a long 
conference in which Assistant Seeretary ot 
State Bacon joined, Sécretary Wright volun- 
tarily stated to newspaper men that the ques- 
tion had been settled; that both he and the 
president had decided that dismissal would 
be too severe a punishment for the cadets, and 
that, although the president had signed the 
order before he had actually promulgated it. 
the matter now was settled and the cadets 
soon would return to West Point. 

Secretary Wright went on to pay a compli- 
ment-to the cadets and ended up by saying 
that efter their reinstatement they would be 
properly discipifined, according to the meth- 
ods of the military academy. ä 

After Secretary Wright's Katements had 
reached the executive office, it — hg Ai ous 
there that the aetion of the president in 
ing the . 
gated was done merely as a joke to frighten 
the young men. 


Criticism Stirs President. 

The president’s statement today came in 
the nature ot a thunderbolt to the members 
of tne executive force. The president's action 
in agreeing to the reinstatement of the men 
had been freely discussed, and. those who 
knew his manner declared he had simply 
acted impulsively and that Secretary Wright, 
having showed him he had gone the wrong 
way about it, did the best thing he could 
in making the announcement that the matter 
had been fixed up and that the cadeta were 
to be reinstated. 

The widespread criticism of the president's 
attitude, however, stirred him as nothing el#e 
has done sifice the Geparture of the battie- 
ship fleet on its round the world cruise.. He

Two cheracteristios of the atmosphere—a 
high wind and a low humidity—combined to 
neutralize somewhat the effect of the sun’s 
rays yesterday, making the torridity less 
noticeable than it otherwise would have been, 
but the government officials placed on their 
books the record, exceeding by two-tenthe of 
a degree the high point of the year, 96.2°, 
which was reached on Saturday, July 11.

Bride of Two ‘Months Ends Life. 

Mrs. Freinuth, who committed suicide dur- 
ing the dey while crased by the heat, was a 
bride of twe months. Her husband, John 
Freinuth, found ber body in a ‘bedroom at 
their residence, 1006 West Thirteenth street, 
when he returned from work in the even- 
ing. 

Heat prostration was declared responsible 
for the demented condition of Joseph 
O'Meara, 41 years old, 1526 Wolfram street, 
who was found by the police wandering 
about the northwest side after he had been 
missing from his home for a Week. He was 
almost exhausted and was able to tell the 
police only his name and the address at 
which he formerly managed a Saloon. This 


is his second “ disappearance since he suf- f 


fered a sunstroke in the latter part of June. 


Chance for Relief Wot Clear. 

Chances for relief from the wave of hot 
temperature are not clearly portrayed 
on the weather map for today. Rain 
seems distant—the only storm, and that 
scarcely worthy of the name, being a warm 
shower at Davenport, Tn. Maj. H. B. Hersey, 
the official forecaster, confined his optimistic 
predictions to not #0 warm for today, 
with a promise of fresh to brisk winde. 

Yesterday was a bitter contrast to the pre- 
ceding twenty-four hours. The hight had 
been cool, and early morning workers went 
to their toll with the temperatur stin io 
the higher seventies, but as the r con- 
tingent started downtown they saw the leaps 
of the indicator as it mounted upward. One, 
two, or three degrees an hour it rose, show- 
ing 92 at noon, 94 at 1 o’clook, and then, 
slowly climbing, it reached and passed the 
record notch between 4 and 56 o'clock. 

It was early in the day that the maximum 
of wind velocity was reached, & strong breese 


twenty-six miles an hour and continuing in 
the twenties for the afternoon. The hu- 
mudity dropped from 58 at 7 a. m. to NM at 
p. man exceedingly low mark that rendered 
the heat less oppressive and overcoming 
than usual. 


Makes New Record for Year. 

The day brought the excess of heat—that 1d. 
the total number ot degrees recorded above 
the normal day by day since the first of the 
year—to a total of M. That in itself meant a 
record, but it was necessary to go back, to 
Aug. 1 in order to compare this year with 
the preceding twenty during Which the local 
weather bureat has kept track of this feature 
of the weather history. 

On that date, Saturday, there had been an 
exoess of G5T° since Jan. 1. That is, four, 
times mort than the total. of excess for the 
last twenty years. It te the highest total of 
ali Dy 168°, the previous record being a total 
of in excéms Of normal in 1807, the next 
nearest, 1007, with an excess of 474°. 


In direct contrast axe the years of 1808 and 
1904, with deficiencies of G57" and aa. The 
records show that in twenty years there have 
been as many years with a deficiency as with 
an excess, so the grand total of excesé for 
that period is only 100°,

Father O’Callaghan and iis 
Hope This May Clear Billik. 


STATE LAWYERS DOUBTFUL. 


They Point Out That Undertaker Said 
He Used the Poison. 


An examination of the stomach of Henry 
Niemann, whose body was exhumed a week

It is the theory of Father O'Callaghan that 


ur. Previous to the examination of the 
Niemann body he said thet in the event the 
poison was discovered he would insist on the 
indictment of Emma Vrzal Niemann. 

This theory is opposed by the members of 
the states attorney's office and by the coro- 
nor’s assistants. It is said that the under 
taker who prepared Niemann's body for 
burial admitted peveral days ago that he used 
arsenic in embalming the remains. re- 
cently he has said that arsenic was 
by bim at thet time. 

Billik Visitor at widmann’s. 

Representatives of the state's attorney say 
that the finding of arsenic does not prove 
that thé woman is guilty, a» it is knéwn that 
Bill often visited at the Niemann home 
many times. 

Niemann died three years ago this month, 
Accordibe to the physician who attended him, 
Dr. Tope of York.Center, Dupage county, 
Which is near Wheaton, his death resulted 
tram natural causes. Chronic sleoholisn 
was believed at the time to have been the 
cause of his illness,

They were captured by De- 
tective August H. Loula, who, althougt: on 
a vacation, reported for duty as soon as he 
learned that one of his countrymen had béen 
killed. 

The murderer, Joseph Sovinski, 4539 Jus- 
tine street, is only 20 years old, and his ac- 
complice, John Byzup, Justine street,

Widcisz detected the men while they were 
robbing his saloon at 4554 Justine street 
early yesterday morning. A fight followed, 
during which Sovinski ran behind the bar 
and grabbed the saloonkeeper’s revolver. He 
fired four shots at Widcisz, two of which 
struck him, causing almost instant’ death. 

The two robbers escaped, but were seen 
in their fight: by Mrs. Mary Walonke, who 
lives in the building where the murder oc- 
curred. 

Sovinski was arrested in a saloon at 4601

Loss at Fernie $5,000,000, 

An eye witness of the fire at Fernie says: 
„The damage cannot fall short of $5,000,- 
000, the greater loss falling on the Canadian 
Pacific railway and the Trites Wood and 
Lumber company. Fully 26,000,000 feet of 
manufactured dumber is gone. There re- 
mains of what once was Fernie ten qr eleven 
small cottages and five or six residences, all 
situated near the park. There is not a store, 
bank, hotel, or business concern of any 
sort left standing except the offices of the 
coal company, the Great Northern depot and 
water tank, and the big concrete warehouse 
of the Trites Wood company. 

“ Fernie is wiped off the map, and is not, as 
it remains, of sufficient Importance to justify 
the maintenance of a flag station. Some 
3.000 people, mostly women and little chil- 
dren, have to be housed and cared for until 
they shall have time to look about them. 
These are being shipped to Cranbrook, where 
every public and nearly all the private 
houses are being used as temporary shelters 
for the homeless and in many cases: naked 
refugees.” 

The relief committee organized by Mayor 
Frink at Cranbrook hag sent away two 
trains filled with provisions, blankets, stoves, 
flour, and requirements. 


Begin to Rebuild Town. 


The people of Fernie, however, are pre- 
paring to build a new town already. The 
men have sent the women out on refugee 
and relief trains and ‘are clearing away the 
ruins, pitching tents, checking up the miss- 
ing, and announcing plans to bulld a new and 
better city. A village of canvas—a village 
with many men but few women and children 
-was standing before the sun set today. 
The fire is still rolling eastward through 
the forest, following the lines of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad, In some placessits 
path is but a mile wide, in others three miles. 
Nothing can stop it, apparently, till the rain 
falls. 
Fifteen box cars loaded with women and 
children have been taken from Michel to 
Coleman, Biairmere, and other points. 


Relief Hurried from Vancouver. 

Vancouver, B. C., aWoke to a full sense 
of the completeness of the destruction around 
Fernie today and wired $5,000 for relief. A 
trainload of supplies started from there to- 
day. Winnipeg has dispatched a special 
train with nurses, doctors, hospital stores, 
and provisions. 

When the flames were consuming Fernie 


all the prisoners with the exception of five 


blackhand stfspeets were released. Later 
they were recaptured and sent to Nelson. 

Crowds of refugees have also arrived at 
Nelson, the overflow from Cranbrook. These 
are being cared for as much as possible, but 
their condition is pitiable. In their flight 
they brought nothing away but the clothes 
they had on. 

The origin was a bush firein “ slashings 
of the Cedar Valley Lumber company, across 
the river from Fernie. 


Spokane*Sends Out Help. 

Loaded with pro- 
visions, clothing, and bedding, @ special car 
was attached to today’s train over the Spo- 
kane International railrodd for Fernie to aid 
the thousands made destitute by fire in the 
district.

FOREIGN MONETARY SYSTEMS. © 

The monetary commission is of the 
unanimous opinion that no new legislation 
shall be recommended until the methods 
and experience of some foreign countries 
shall have been studied. Therefore, some 
of the members of the commission will 


sail for Europe next week to investigate 


on the ground the systems which prevail 
in England, Scotland, France, Germany, 
and Sweden. The committee will also go 
to Canada, which has been often held up 
to the United States as a model. 8 

The unanimity of the commission as to 
the advisability of research is pleasing, 
There have been men in both the great 
parties who have contended that the 
United States had the best monetary sys- 
tem in the world, or at least the one best 
suited to its special conditions, and that it 
was absurd and unpatriotic to assert that 
it could learn anything from Burope. That 
was not a. modest contention, and it is 
well that it is being given up. America, 
like pee “is not yet 80 old but ony 
may learn.” 

There is at least one notable difference 
between the United States and the Euro- 
pean countries the commission is to visit, 
They have no crep moving season, with 
the accompanying need of an 
volume of currency.

Hyerybody who finds 
recreation in Lincoln park ought to keep 
in mind the fact that Mr. McCagg was 
prominent among the men to whom the 
park owes its existence. That is the best 
memorial any man could have. 

Chicago needs beyond all else more citi- 
zens as many sided as Mr. McCagg and 
as ready to give up their time to fostering 
the material and moral welfare of the 
community. He/ was always ready to 
serve disinterestedly his country, his state, 
and his city. It can be said of him with 
truth that he was a public spirited citizen. 


INEVITABLE. 

Is it mere accident that a city official 
working in the interests of Richard 
Yates should be discovered assessing the 
saloonkeepers of Springfield to raise 
money for the campaign expenses dt 
Richard Yatés? Is it accidental or in- 
evitable?

' FOREST FIRES. 

The instinct of self-preservation should 
be sufficient to induce a community whitch 
inhabits a densely forested region to 
adopt precautions against forest fires, 
It is a reproach to civilization that there 
should be fires as destructive of human 
life as those which swept over the Green 
Bay region of Wisconsin in 1871 and 


those now raging in British Columbia. 


About 1,000 died in the first mentioned 
fires, and the others, while terrible 
enough, will not be equally disastrous. 
Where forests are a danger they should 
be policed. The cost will be trifling as 
compared with the doss that may follow 
an omission of this insurance measure. 
There should be forest rangers to catch 
fires at the start and put them out, or to 
give timely warning of their approach if 
it be impossible to extinguish them. The 
patroling of the forest reserves of the 
United States in the west, coupled with 
a few other simple precautions, has re- 
sulted in a notable decrease in the num- 
ber of fires. There the chief object is 
to save the forests themselves. In bet- 
ter settled regions the object would be to 


save life as well as property. 


It is hard to imagine a more horrifying 
situation than that of a little community 
suddenly confronted with the fury of a 
swiftly advancing forest fire. Hardly 
ever would people have to read with 3 
shudder of men and women in such 4 
fiery furnace if the encircling woods 
were better watched. It should be the 
duty of the Canadian government to take 
steps to prevent the repetition of the 
needless sacrifice of lite in British Co- 
lumbia.

His native servants all stood in positive 
dread of him.

The late peer, who 
was wont to startle the house of lords by 
every now and again being overtaken’ by an 
epileptic seizure during the course of its de- 
bates, was a first cousin of the missing Sir 
Roger Tichborne, who had been his chHild- 
hood and boyhood playmate, and with whom 
he had been intimately associated in hie 
youth. The late Lord Dormer was one of the 
leading witnesses against the claimant in the 
Tichborne trial, protesting that there was no. 
analogy whatsoever between the latter and 
his missing cousin. 

Yet, for all that, there wae a strange facial 
resemblance bet ween this twelfth Lord Dor- 
mer and the claimant for which it is dif- 
ficult to account. The present Lord Dormer 
has no children by his Levantine marriage, 
and the heir to his peerage is his younger 
brother, Capt. the Hon. Charles Dormer of 
the royal navy, who is married to Col sir 
Spencer Clifford's daughter, by whom he has 
a boy. One of Lord Dormer’s sisters is the 
wife of the earl of Abingdon, and another, 
the Hon. Leonie Dormer, is a nun.

ed St. Cyr, whence he himself had graduated, 
and on the senior pupil being presentd to him 
he patted him on the shoulder and exclaimed, 
“Ah!

Peo- 
ple ignorant of St. Cyr ethics and of the name 
given to the head pupil of the academy as- 
sumed that the pupil addressed by the presi- 
dent was really a negro and that the gallant 
old marshal, who was not much of an orator, 
had been so embarrassed on being brought 
face to face with the dusky cadet that he had 
found no other words than to urge him to 
continue being a negro. This became one of 
the most popular stories circulated, both in 
France and abroad, to illustrate the alleged 
lack of intelligence on the part of MacMa- 
hon and ig still current today.

Few people have deen more misjudged than 
MacMahon, one of the most gallant and high 
principled officers of the French army, 
scarred with wounds from head to foot, who 
had won his baton of marshal on the field 
of battle, who was clever enough to adminis- 
ter the great dependency of Algeria better 
than tt bas ever been governed either be- 
fore or since, who spent half his private for- 
tune in maintaining the dignity of his office 
as president of the French republic, and who 
resigned the chief magistracy because the 
cabinet and parliamentary majority wished 
to compel him to give his signature to some 
measure which he considered as disloyal and 
detrimental to the interests of all his old fel- 
low officers of the army. His eldest son, a 
soldier like himself, and in active command 
of a regiment of infantry, is married to Prin- 
cess Waldemar of Denmark. 

Tet me add that during its hundred years of 
existence St. Cyr hae furnished to the French 
army some 30,000 officers, including 1,800 
generals and five marshals, the latter being 
Carrobert, Forey, Baraguey, d’Hilliers, Pelis- 
ler, duc de Malakoff, and MacMahon, due 
de Magenta: The first governor of St. Cyr 
was Prince Louis Bonaparte, younger brother 
of the great Emperor Napoleon and putative 
father of Napoleon ITI. 

The place was first founded asa girls’ schdol 
by Mme. de Maintenon, the morganatic wife 
of Louis XIV., and during the great revo- 
lution was used as a convalescent home for 
the wounded. Quite a number of foreigners 
have received their education there, including 
half a dozen Americans, one of whom, fhe 
Irish-Californian, Harden Hickey, after mar- 
rying Miss Flagler of New York, died as soi-

COMMISSION AIDS PLAN FOR 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Eight Members, Appointed by High Of. 
ficials, Would Have Charge of En- 
tire System. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 3—[Special.}—The 
first bulletin of the Illinois educational com- 
mission recommends the tentative plan for 
the establishment of a state board of educa- 
tion. The proposed board shall consist of 
nine members, the superintendent of .public 
instruction to be chairman ex-officio: The 
other eight members shall be appointed by 
the governor, the superintendent, and the 
chief justice of the Supreme court. The term 
of office shall be eight years. 

The powers and duties of the board, as de- 
fined by the commission, are: 

To have general supervision of the public 
schools, including those maintained in the 
public charitable institutions. 

To make rules for distribution of state 
school funds. 

To prepare and distribute plans for con- 
struction and equipment of schools, 

To provide suggestive courses for study. 

To prepare all questions for teachers’ ex- 
aminations. 

To prepare all rules for sanitary inspection 
of school buildings. 

To classify and standardize the schools and 
public colleges. 

To take any action to promote the efficiency 
of the educational system of the state. 


BACKS GOMPERS ON INJUNCTION 


Central Labor Union of Indianapolis 
Adopts Resolution Condemning 
Attitude of Certain Judges. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 3.—[{Special.}]—The 
Central Labor union of this city has adopted 
a resolution commending Samuel Gompers 
for his attitude towards the anti-injunction 
law and it was mailed to him today. It de- 
clares that the enemies of organized labor 
have resorted to every effort to discredit the 
officers of the American Federation of Labor 
and declares that President Roosevelt re- 
cently had shown greater contempt for the 
courts than ever has been shown by any 
officer of the American Federation of Labor 
or any member of organized labor. The reso- 
lution also condemns the unjust attitude of 
certain judges and courts in decisions ren. 
dered against members of organized labor.” 


LAW TO REGULATE COAL PRICE, 


Oklahoma Attorney General Plans to 
Save Consumer Money on the 
State’s Mine Product. 


Guthrie, Okla., Aug. 3.— [Special. ]}—Main- 
taining that under Oklahoma’s anti-trust law 
authority is given the state to regulate the 
price of coal, Attorney General West is com- 
pleting the petition he will file on Wednesday 
with the state corporation commission. The 
section of the law was written by West him- 
sélf for the purpose of controlling coal prices. 
He aims to have Oklahoma mine coal 
sold to the consumer at $5 to $5.50 per ton 
instead of $6.50 to $8, as at present. In case 
coal companies resist, tre claims power under 
the law to have receivers named for the 
property.

There are a great many home dressmakers 
who completely ignore the existence of the 
flatiron, when as a matter of fact its use 


is absolutely essential for a neat looking and 
well fitting garment. No matter what kind 
of a tailored garment is being made, the 
flatlron is needed from the start to the finish, 

and there ig nothing that can be used in its 
place. Each seam of a cloth garment should 
be pressed carefully and thorotighly as 

as it is sewed for the last time, and the com- 
pleted tailored garment receives ite finishing 
touches from the iron. In pressing a gar- 
ment be sure not to stretch it in the pressing 
process. For example, if you are pressing 
a skirt (and skirts as well as jackets need 
this all during their existence as well as when 
new), place it right side down on the ironing 
beard and smooth it carefully so that it lies 
evenly and smoothly on the board and then 
race a stool or chair under the board to sup- 
port the rest of the skirt and prevent it from 
cragging out of place the part which is on 
the board. When plaits have to be basted 
into place use fine thread instead of coarse 
thread, which is apt to leave a mark. Let the 
lron de a moderately heavy one, and after 
laying a damp cloth over the part to be 
pressed, press, but do not rub the garment. 
In other words, when pressing it do not slide 
the fron up and down and crosswise, but 
when changing it from place to place lift it, 

move the iron frequently, or it will leave its 
impress on the cloth.

Wild Day in Corn Pit.

Farmers Hold Their Corn. 


Farmers throughout the west are hanging 
en to their old corn with a tenacſous grip and 
prices now are on practically a war basis. 

Spring this year opened with prospects for 
the largest acreage and most abundant yield 
of corn ever raised, but incessant rains during 
May and the first part of June retarded 

planting with the result that while a large 

rea was planted much of it was late. The 
trouble now is with this late corn, which the 
Most conservative men in the trade place at 
about twenty-five per cent of the total area. 

The Missouri August state crop report is- 
sued by the state agricultural department 
said that under no circumstances would the 
corn yield in that state be up to an average 
outturn, In Nebraska and other states west 
of the Mississippi flattering prospects for 
corn are reported, but in other states dis- 
couraging advices have been multiplying. 


Reduction in Oats Crop.

Show More Work Done 
at Reduced Cost. 


COVERS LAST TWO YEARS. 


Statement Points to Improve- 
ments Made in the Organ- 
- ization’s Methods. 


In @ report made by the present board of 
trustees covering the affairs of the sanitary 
district during the last two years it is shown 
that the expenses of operation have been 

greatly reduced and at the same time the re- 
sults achieved have been far beyond those 
ef previous records. 

All the departments of the district are con- 
sidered in the statement of the trustees. 
These branches, according to the board, have 
been almost entirely reorganized during the 
two years that the. present members have 
been in office. Some of the former depart- 
ments have been abolished and their work is 
now being done by other branches. 

Among the branc that have shown the 
best results is the clerical department. While 
there is shown to be an increase in the opera- 
tion of this department amounting to 6 per 
cent it appears that the work accomp 
has increased over 400 per cent. In part the 
increase‘in operation is accounted for in the 
fact that the clerk is now doing the work of 
the purchasing agent. 

In the law, treasury, and police depart- 
ments there have been material decreases in 
the cost of operation, while the results have 
been highly satisfactory. 

Outlines Work Undertaken. 
As an introduction to the report it is stated: 
* The present board of trustees was elected 
onse to a pub- 
ue demand that the affairs of the sani@ry 
Gistrict be administered in an economical 


“‘gnd efficient manner. Realizing that if sat- 


isfactory results were to be obtained ft was 
necessary that most of the departments be 
reorganized, and the employés be given to 
understand that influence would not protect 
negligence or incompetency, the board im- 
mediately investigated all departments and 
gradually made such changes as the situa- 
tion demanded and recognized merit regard- 
less of other considerations. 

* Believing that, other things being equal, 

men of experience are generally of the great- 
est value, it has retained and advanced 
-employés that Have shown ability and faith- 
fulness in service, Men of scientific and 
engineering attainments have been given 
an opportunity to develop and use them to 
the greatest advantage. 

The prt Ae wise amply confirmed the 
Wisdom of course. The etitife force 
has developed a new zeal, enthusiasm, and 

in the work. New responsibility hae 
developed new power. It may safely be 
said that never in the history of public cor- 
porations bas a greater improvement been 


made in the personnel and work of the vari-
